State Board of* Health 
Is­ 
sues Statement Regard­ 
ing Dread Scourge 


SACRAMENTO, 
June 
18. — A 
Warning to citizens against the possi­ 
bility of an outbreak of bubonic 
plague in California was issued today 
by the State Board of Health. 
“At no time since 1907 have con­ 
ditions been so favorable for the re­ 
vival of this most acute and rapidly 
fatal disease,” said the board’s state­ 
ment. 
“A fatal case of bubonic 
plague occurred in California during 
April and a few months ago an out­ 
break of 
14 cases of pneumonic 
plague, all of which resulted fatally, 
appeared in one of the coast coun­ 
ties. 
“Investigations conducted by the 
board,” the board statement added, 
“in 
co-operation 
with the 
United 
States Public Health Service have 
resulted in the discovery of a marked 
increase in the number of plague in­ 
fested ground squirrels in the central 
coast counties and upper San Joa­ 
quin valley. 
“The appearance of a fatal case 
in Galveston, Texas, yesterday, and 
the presence of many fatal cases in 
several Mexican ports and in Florida 
during the present month, as well as 
in Pacific ports, emphasizes the great 
nossibility of an outbreak in Cali­ 
fornia.”

to the figures announced today. 
Both cities passed St. Louis and 
Boston, previously ranked fourth 
and fifth. 
Detroit’s gain of 113.4 per cent 
during the last ten years is the 
highest proportionate gain record­ 
ed by any of the leading twenty 
cities.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Farm­ 
ers and grain traders presented dif­ 
fering views before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as to appli­ 
cation to grain and grain products 
of the increased freight rates asked 
by the railroads of the country. Urg­ 
ing the commission to reach no de­ 
cision which “discriminates against 
agriculture, or in favor of any in­ 
dustry.” B. Needham of Lane, rep­ 
resenting the Kansas State Grange 
and the Kansas Agricultural Coun­ 
cil, opposed any flat rate increase 
on grain.

Protesting against the application 
of percentage advances and contend­ 
ing against any disturbance of rate 
relationships, A. E. Vandegrift 
of 
Louisville, presented a petition ask­ 
ing the commission to preserve the 
equalization on grain between the 
m arkets of Cairo, Cincinnati, Evans­ 
ville, Henderson, Memphis, St. Louis, 
New Orleans, Omaha, Kansas City, 
Nashville and Louisville.

M O NTREAL, Quebec, June 18 — 
Samuel Gompera, veteran leader of 
organized labor today was re-elected 
president of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor at its annual conven­ 
tion here. 
No one ran against Gompers and 
his election was unanimous except 
for one vote cast against him by 
Delegate 
James 
A. 
Duncan 
of 
Seattle. 
Duncan’s action prevented 
the adoption of a resolution instruct­ 
ing the secretary to cast a unani­ 
mous vote for Gompers. 
Gompers seemed much affected by 
the ovation given him by the dele­ 
gates. 
In accepting the election he 
said: 
"You have nominated me. 
There 
has been no nomination of any other 
man against me. 
You have elected 
me by a practically unanimous vote. 
I regard that as a command to duty 
and I obey.”

He

break­ 
down. 
He was a close friend of 
Theodore 
Rosevelt 
and 
other 
national figures. 
George Walbridge Perkins was 
born in Chicago, January 31, 1862. 
He entered the employ of the 
Chicago office of the New York 
Life Insurance Company in 
1877, 
rising to superintendent, of 
the 
western department. 
He became 
second vice-president in 1898 and 
was elected chairman of the fin­ 
ance committee of the company 
in 1900. 
In 1908 he was 
elected 
vice-president. In 1901 he became 
a partner in the banking firm of 
J P. Morgan and Company, 
re­ 
tiring in 19f0. 
Perkins was a leading progres­ 
sive during the 1912 presidential 
campaign. 
Perkins was a director of the 
International M ercantile Marine, 
the U. S. Steel Corporation 
and 
other large companies. He was a 
trustee of Vassar College.
